Who Can Redeem ?

49:7-15). ‘How God could do this -is told throughout

As a Mother Comforts 


Does God ever. want us to be comfortable? Or 
is he concerned only to make us strong and active -in 
behalf of others? A well-known preacher, not now 
living, has said: “God does not comfort us to make 
us comfortable, but to make us comforters.” The sug- 
gestion is a challenging one, but it does not agree with 
Scripture. God-is not the emotionless disciplinarian 
that this would make him out. The statement is one 
of those false antitheses that we often see drawn in 
connection with. spiritual truth, such as the familiar 
saying that “Christianity is not a creed, but. a_life.” 
That is not true; for Christianity. is a creed, and be- 
cause it is a creed it is also a life. God does comfort 
us in order to make us comfortable. He also comforts 
us that we may be comforters. -He does both. We do 
not have to choose between the two. God’s tender 
love for his children is like the love we see in a human 
mother for her child; or rather, a mother’s love is 
like God’s love. “As one whom his mother comforteth, 


so will I comfort you,” said God to his erring and 
suffering people Israel. When a mother comforts 
her child, she is not thinking primarily of how this 
will help that child to be a help to others; she is 
thinking primarily of the child’s distress, and suffering, 
and she gathers that child to her heart in tender love 
and compassion, to soothe and comfort. So God 
comforts us when we are in distress. When a shep- 
herd cares for his sheep, he does not do so primarily 
in order to help the sheep to be of service to others, 
but in order to protect and reassure the helpless sheep. 
So David sings with joy: “The Lord is my shepherd 
... I will fear no evil... thy rod and thy staff they 
comfort me.” How comforting it is to realize that 
we have a heavenly Father and a Good Shepherd like 
this. And at the.same time God does enable us, by his 
love and strength and comfort, to minister comfori- 
ingly to others. He “comforteth us in all our tribula- 
tion, that we may be able to comfort them which are 
in any trouble, by the comfort wherewith we ourselves 
are comforted of God” (2 Cor.

A Boys’ Conference That Led to a Revival 


Sunpay Scuoot Times for February 9 on the 

work among the children 6n the Canadian 
prairies who have not had much opportunity to attend 
Bible school, and the wonderful way in which God’s 
Word is being implanted in their hearts, I thought 
you might be interested in another story1 of God’s 
marvelous dealing with a group of boys and girls out 
here in the Northwest. The joy I have had in this 
service far outweighs the effort, and to our heavenly 
Father be all the praise and glory for all he has 
wrought among us. I write simply that others may 
be encouraged by knowing that the Holy Spirit is 
still at work wherever God’s children will give him 
a chance. 

About the first of last September the writer took 
charge of a small class of five boys, ranging in age 
from twelve to fifteen. After a couple of weeks I 
had the class at my house one evening to get acquainted 
with them, and when the boys started home each boy 
had the name of one additional boy assigned to him 
whom he was to try to get to Bible school. I 


H Bese read the interesting editorial in THE 


promised the boys a real treat when we got ten in the - 


class, and to my delight the very next Sunday we had 
eleven on hand, and true to my promise the following 
Saturday I went out into the hills with them in my 
auto and we all had a time of it for the day. 

From then on the class has grown most wonderfully 
until now we have thirty-six boys enrolled, ranging 
from eleven to sixteen in age, and last Sunday thirty- 
two of them were on hand for class. We have out- 
grown every classroom in our. small church, the 
Sapperton Baptist Church in New Westminster,

British Columbia, and the church has just about com- 
pleted building a big classroom sixteen by twenty-eight 
feet for our class. The boys themselves have done 
a lot of the work, the men of the church have worked 
like beavers, we have not spent a cent for labor, and 
our roém, at a cost of about two hundred dollars, is 
almost ready for us. It will hold fifty comfortably, 
and we are going out for the fifty at once. 

The late Whatcom Bible and Missionary Conference 
at Bellingham became interested in the class, and the 
work being done with them, with the result that it was 
decided to hold a three-day Boys’ Bible Conference 
on the conference grounds between Christmas and 
New Year’s Day. The vision was to give the boys 
God’s Word in simple boys’ lariguage three times a 
day for three days, interspersed with games, hikes, and 
other well-organized play that would help them digest 
the spiritual food as well as the physical food. 

At our church we began talking the conference to 
the boys two months beforehand, and we kept talking 
and praying about it in season and out of season until 
the boys were all enthusiastic over the idea. The 
cost for the boys was set at three dollars for the three 
days, and I held before the class that each boy had 
to dig out and earn his own three dollars and not 
beg it from his parents. Furthermore, they could 
not work any on Sundays to get the money, and it was 
great to see the boys reporting in from time to time 
how much they had earned and how they got it. I 
Set myself to the task of visiting every home to ac- 
quaint the parents with the facts of the conference, 
and while I shrank from stich a visitation in perfectly 
strange homes I want to mention the great joy and 
blessing I received as I went from house to house. 
My pastor went along all he could, and my fifteen- 
year-old son went with me the rest of the time. I 
found invariably the parents were glad to meet their 
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boy’s Sunday-school teacher, and when the conference 
was explained most of them gave their ready consent. 
I told the parents frankly the one foremost purpose of 
the conference was to win the boys for the Lord, and 
I told the same thing many times over to the boys, 
so that they all knew beforehand there was something 
to it aside from play and fun. 

Some of our boys were sick when the time came, 
and a few of the parents objected, but the pastor and 
I took twenty-two boys to the conference, the Lord 
having graciously provided a big truck free for the 
purpose. About forty-five boys and a dozen men gath- 
ered at the conference, coming all the way from Van- 
couver to Seattle, with one group traveling a thousand 
miles by auto from Eastern Washington. The Lord 
wonderfully sent to us as speakers Mr. Soltau, a 
Korean missionary home on furlough, and Dr. How- 
ard Guinness, from London, Eng., who happened to be 
here in this country visiting the Canadian universities, 
organizing the fundamental Christian students, both 
of them being particularly gifted in boys’ work. 

God marvelously blessed that confereace, for not 
more than a fourth of the boys that went there were 
Christians, and before it was over every unsaved boy 
in attendance at the whole conference had given his 
heart to the Lord. In the meetings there was no play 
on the emotions of the boys, not a single touching 
story was told, no invitation was given for those 
interested to hold up their hands for prayer or to come 
forward to be dealt with. We simply mentioned at 
the close of each service that between then and the 
next meeting some of the men would be down in a 
certain cabin, and if any of the boys wanted to be 
saved, or if they had any questions about the Bible to 
ask, or “any difficulties in their physical life they 
wanted to talk about, these men would be glad to 
counsel with them. 

We proposed that they leave their play period to 
talk with us men, and none would have done it were 
it not for the fact that the Holy Spirit was there in 
great power bringing the boys under deep conviction 
of sin. After thé first day they began to head for that 
cabin, some alone, some in couples, and even in greater 
number. As they entered the cabin they were asked 
what they wanted, and invariably they wanted to be 
saved, many of them breaking out in tears as they 
stammered their desire. A boy would be taken off 
alone in a separate room by one of the men, and with 
our Bibles before us we would deal with them as 
simply as possible, starting in right from the original 
fact of sin, sin in their own heart, its terrible penalty 
in death, and Christ’s death on the cruel cross as the 
onty way of escape. As the boys would come to ac- 
cept the Lord Jesus as their Saviour they would 
kneel down and tell him their acceptance of his fin- 
ished work for them, and they would rise from their 
knees joyously saved. Yes, we won every last boy, 
and God gave us greater measure than that, for two 
boys from the neighborhood came in to some of the 
meetings and they, too, were saved before they left. 
Can you imagine something of the deep-felt joy with 
which our pastor and I returned home with our twen- 
ty-two boys? Think of it: only three of them saved 
when we left home, and all of them given to the Lord 
when we returned. And can you imagine what a 
tremendous effect it would have on our little church 
suddenly to plant in their midst twenty-two boys 
bubbling over with the joy of their salvation, and 
anxious to win others? And what better test of one’s 
salvation could you ask than for that one to go out 
and win another? <A _ revival was ineviiable, and 
praise God it has come, for we have had more than 
forty conversions in our little church in less than 
three months. 

Just an illustration of how it works. One of the 
boys saved at the conference lives right across the 
street from me, and the evening of the day we re- 
turned home he came over for my help, informing me 
he had been talking to his sister and another girl 
who lived with them about being saved. He had told 
them all he knew, and wanted me to help him. Well, 
I gladty gave him a number of Bible references, then 
told him that if Peggy and Iris really wanted to be 
saved I should be glad to talk with them. He ran 
back home to tell them and was back again in ten 
minutes to tell me they wanted to talk with me. So 
we agreed to meet in my house the next morning, 
which was New Year’s Day. The next morning an 
hour ahead of time-the three walked in, and after a 
long talk, both the girls knelt down and gave their 
hearts to the Lord. Wasn't that a worth while way 
to start the New Year? 

I could cite many instances where a boy has won 
his sister, where fathers and mothers are now under 
deep conviction, where the girls have gone out and 
won other girls, and so the good work goes on. One 
fourteen-year-old girl and her twelve-year-old sister 
were so genuinely saved that the change in their home 
so deeply impressed their father that he, too, became 
interested. And when the older girl was baptized the 
father came out to church to see her baptism. He 
was a typical hard-drinking woodsman, who had kept 
his family in want and fear for years while he drank 
up his pay and then went home empty handed to 
abuse his family. Well, that father was saved the 


‘church his twenty-one-year-old 
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night the girl was baptized, the same night in another 
i son was saved, a 
couple of weeks later in our church his nineteen-year- 
old daughter was saved, and we had the wonderful 
experience a few weeks ago of baptizing five from the 
one family, including father and mother. Talk about 
a changed home: every member of that family old 
enough to understand saved and baptized within thirty 
days, and all of them as happy as they can be! 

We are conducting a class for young converts on 


_Wednesday nights for an hour preceding prayer-meet- 


ing. We have an average of about thirty at this 
meeting, and I wish you could hear those young con- 
verts stand up and tell how they have had.an answer 
to prayer, or how they have been able to win another 
to the Lord, since they were saved. It is almost a 
regular thing after these meetings for one of the 
new converts to bring forward another and inform us 
they want to be saved, too. 

Since we returned from the conference the pastor 
and I have been agzin visiting in the homes of those 
who have been saved. The conversion of the boy or 
girl affords an excellent opportunity for us to get into 
the home, and we are having many wonderful oppor- 
tunities to talk with the parents about their own 
salvation. The visitation is interesting these homes 
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in our church, and our attendance Sunday evenings 
has been increasing and increasing until our ‘auditorium 
is full, and we are having to think seriously about the 
possibility of a bigger church building. 

I wish it were possible to write in detail of the many 
experiences we have been enjoying: watching the spir- 
itual growth of this one, watching that one out work- 
ing for another soul, listening to the interesting 
testimonies, getting into the homes, and the like. It 
would fill a book, and I have written at too great 
length already. May I just add that it has taken a 
tremendous amount of time and effort on-.our part, but 
somehow when we are willing to be used of the Lord 
he provides the time and the strength and the ability 
and the joy. 

This boys’ conference is a new thing in the Pacific 
Northwest, but God has so wondrously blessed our 
initial effort that we are already laying definite plans 
for another similar conference this summer, and any- 
one in this vicinity that.is interested can get full details 
by writing to the Lake Whatcom Bible and Missionary 
Conference, 139 Cable Street, Bellingham, Wash. Dur- 
ing the summer we hope to hold a similar conference 
for girls of the teen age, and if the Lord so directs 
these conferences will be a regular thing twice a year 
hereafter. 





Is There Heat from the Stars? 


As one of the Times family I regularly read your 
editorials and find them very profitable, but in your 
editorial of September 1, 1928, on “John Bost and 
His Asylums,” there is a statement in which I believe 
you are in error — it is this: 

“Half of the heat which is required to support life 
on this planet comes from the stars, without whose 
kindly help our temperature would soon sink to 140 
degrees cold and our earth would roll in space a 
frozen corpse.” 

We note that this is a quotation from M. West- 
phal, but even so, by your copying it one would infer 
that you believed the statement to be true. Has not 
— one made quite a good sized error?—An Ohio 
reader. 


The Ohio reader has caught a serious error in the 
quotation from Westphal, and the TiMEs is grateful 
for the correction. The question has been referred 
to two authorities, who agree as to:the error of the 


quotation. Professor Albert H. Wilson, of the De- 
partment of Mathematics at Haverford College, 
writes: 


It is possible with refined scientific instruments to 
detect the heat of a star; but, numerous as the stars 
are, the total amount is very insignificant. Prac- 
tically, for purposes of warming the earth, it is of 
no significance. 


Professor John A. Miller, of the Department of 
Mathematics and Astronomy at Swarthmore College, 
writes: 


According to all measurements the statement is 
very considerably in error. 


The fact is that we cannot measure the amount of 
heat received from stars even with our most sensitive 
instruments except in a comparatively few cases. We 
receive from the Sun on each square centimeter of 
the Earth’s surface, that is, an area of 6.25 square 
inches, about two calories of heat per minute. 


We receive more heat from Betelguese, the bright 
orange star in Orion, than we do from any other 
star in the universe. We receive from Betelguese 
about two thousandths of a calorie per year on a 
square centimeter of the Earth’s surface. That is, 
we receive in one minute from the Sun on a square 
centimeter of the Earth’s surface as much as we 
would receive from Betelguese in two thousand years. 

You will recall that a calorie is that amount of 


heat which will raise one gram of water one degree 
centigrade. 


Early this year the Associated Press published a 


despatch from Chicago as follows: 


Tiny New Device Tetits Heat EMITTED BY STARS 
A Birttion Mites Away 


Science can now tell how much heat the stars give 
off, through a device which is only one-thousandth the 
size of a drop of water and which weighs only one- 
thirtieth of a milligram, the University of Chicago 
announced today. 

Through the tiny device, known as a thermocouple, 
it _ found the greatest amount of heat was given 
off by the giant star, Betelguese, which is 27,000,000 
times as large as the sun and is 200 light years from 
the earth. A light year is approximately 6,000,000,- 
000,000 miles. The red star, Antares, one of the 
brightest stars visible from the earth, though 330 


light years away, was second in radiation. Sirius, the 
brightest of visible stars — only eight light years dis- 
tant — was third in heat. 





The Measuring Rod of 360 Years 


I write you with reference to a sentence in R. A. 
Jaffray’ s article in the Times of January 12, entitled 

“1934. He is quoting the late r. A. B. Simpson, 
and this is the quotation: ‘The ‘times of the Gen- 
tiles’ began from 606 B. C. to 586 B. C., and that 
according to the inspired prophetic measuring rod 
of seven times 360 years, or 2,520 years, these ‘times’ 
would run out in the years 1914 to 1934.’ 

Where do we get the above stated measuring rod 
of 360 years? 

I met some readers of THE Sunpay ScHoot T1MEs 
at our Bible institute meeting who have the same 
difficulty as I have. 


Could you in the Times explain this to us? 


I knew the late Dr. A. B. Simpson well. For many 
years he held the annual conference of the Christian 
Alliance in. the church of which I was pastor — the 
Central Presbyterian of Detroit. 

I value the Times as much as ever and get more 


real good from it than from any other paper I get.—

It is clearly.\evident from such phrases as “forty” 


and two months” (Rev. 11:2; 13:5), and “a thou- 
sand two hundred and threescore days” (Rev. 11:3; 
12:6), that the corresponding phrase “time, times, and 
a dividing of time” (Dan. 7:25; 12:7; Rev. 12:14) 
—i. e. three and _ one-half times — is equivalent 
to 1,260 days. Such a phrase, then, as “seven 
times” (as in Lev. 26:18, and Dan. 4:16, 23, 
25, 32) would appear to indicate a period of 2,520 
days, and “a time” would be equivalent to 360 days. 
Many students of prophecy belieye in what has come 
to be known as the year-day theory, in which one day 
of prophetic reckoning is to be taken as one year of 
historic time (generally a year, by the way, of 360 
days). “Seven times” are thus ‘seven years of 360 
days each, or, on the basis of the year-day theory, 
seven periods of 360 years each. 

During the last three centuries of prophetic study 
the idea of considering a day as a year has found many 
scholarly advocates, and many, of equal scholarship, 
strongly opposed to it. Its most recent defense and 
exposition, with some interesting accompanying charts, 
may be seen in a new book “Closing Crisis Years,” by 
“His Porter’ (Chas. .J. Thynne and Jarvis, Ltd, 
Whitefriars Street, Fleet Street, E. C. 4, London, 
Eng.) M. Panton, the well-known prophetic 
writer, who strongly opposes all such calculations, pub- 
lished a penetrating criticism of the theory, from the 
pen of Joseph Tyson, in his magazine, The Dawn, 
of December 12, 1927. An exhaustive study of the 
chronological schemes of prophetical students, during 
the last three centuries, is one of the great needs of 
the present hour.

The head of one of the finest of our Christian 
schools for boys, a school that ranks at the top educa- 
tionally as well as in its Christian. atmosphere, within 
the past year attended two of the most notable of 
educational gatherings in America. Our greatest men 
in the field of education and philosophy addressed these 
meetings, which drew together leaders from all over 
the country.

Dangerous Education 

Again and again the heads of colleges haye con- 
ferred together on the moral breakdown among young 
people, or the turning away from old standards of 
religion and life. . They recognize a critical situation, 
but they ate helpless in coping with it. They are 
vainly. seeking to produce character without super- 
natural life, or seeking life without Christ, the only 
author of life. 2 

So-called “religious education” in many colleges, 
and in. special schools of religious education, is rapidly 
becoming more dangerous than the out-and-out “sec- 
ular”. schools. . Ernest Gordon’s book, “The Leaven 
of ‘the Sadducees,” has set forth the almost unbeliev- 
able situation in the field of religious education, the 
deliberate campaign backed by millions of dollars to 
capture the college and educational world for the 
Modernist view of the Bible. ~-He shows beyond dis- 


pute that this view at its best is Unitarianism, and in. 


its true essence is atheism. However, his fearful sur- 
vey Of actual conditions, with but little comment apart 
from the facts, concludes with a review of the glorious 
evangelical revival that was the answer to the same 
movement of unbelief and atheism of the eighteenth 
and nineteenth centuries. The defeat of present “Mod- 
ernism” is just as certain, 

This present turmoil in education, what many leaders 
are calling a chaotic condition, presents a glorious 
opportunity to Christian schools and colleges. We 
may at once admit that there is no practical possibility, 
in this age, of an ideal solution. But this does not 
mean that much may not be done to make education 
Christian, and to hinder iti some measure the move- 
ment to make education in America entirely secular 
and even atheistic. As the distinctively Christian 
schools and colleges: face this opportunity, we may 
well consider some questions that perhaps few Chris- 
tian educatofs have ever frankly and fully faced: 

What is real Christian education, or education from 
the Christian viewpoint? . 

How far is it practicable for Christian schools and 
colleges to make their education Christian in this age? 

Can the American public school system, and State- 
controlled institutions, be influenced in any degree by 
these Christian principles? 

And first let us view the situation so far as it con- 
cerns our present - State-controlled education * in 
America.

It is a startling fact that in different sections of 
the country atheists and Christian leaders are 
working toward the same end. Both are asking 
that the Bible be barred from State-controlled 
educational institutions. Why atheists are making 
such a demand is obvious. Christians are doing 
it because of a mistaken interpretation of the 
principle that church and State should be kept 
separate. When this is carried too far the result 
is a separation of the State and God. America’s 
strong educational system has been so secularized 
that Christ and salvation, God and his Word, are 
being kept out of it. But this is not a hopeless 
situation. Dean McQuilkin discusses the prin- 
ciples on ‘which truly Christian schools and col- 
pa should be founded, and gives examples of

educational system of America is the secularization 
of education;~ That sounds a bit technical and a bit 
tame, so let us put it in other words. We have sepa- 
rated God from any vital share in education. We 
still allow him a pre-eminent place in the rather 
contracted and often despised field of “religious edu- 
cation.” And that field, we may say in passing, is 
becoming increasingly recognized and given a high 
place in educational circles just in proportion as 
God’s voice is hushed and other voices are given the 
predominant place. — : 

The great Protestant principle of the separation of 
church and State is a sound and necessary principle in 
this age. But a fatally false interpretation of that 
principle has resulted in the separation of the State 
and God. Education has been turned over to the State, 
and the principle of the separation of the church and 
State has been invoked to keep God and his Word, 
Christ and his salvation, out of education. That un- 
believers should do this is but to be expected. The 
tragedy is that Christians have accepted this verdict, 
and have permitted education to be secularized. They 
have agreed to the distinction between “education” and 
“religious education,” with the implication that God 
and the Bible are to have no part in secular “educa- 
tion.” 

Many Christian leaders believe that the constitutional 
provision that Congress shall make no law respecting 
the establishing or supporting of religion means that 
the Bible should be barred completely from all State- 
controlled schools, on the ground that it is a religious 
book. Likewise Christian teachers should say nothing 
in the classroom that relates in any way to Christian 
teaching. In a word, education should be “neutral” 
as to.God and the Bible. 

It is interesting that in some sections of the coun- 
try atheists are working toward this end, and in other 
sections strong evangelical Christian leaders are asking 
that the Bible be completely barred from ail State- 
controlled institutions. 


Fables in Textbooks 


There are two facts that those who argue in this 
way must face. First, it is impossible to be neutral 
with regard to God. We have already noted the 
difficulty educators are in when the attempt is made 
to produce character and to have good morals when 
God’s oné way of producing character is barred out 
by law. One may say that we can teach that two and 
two are four and be entirely neutral on “religion.” But 
even this simple mathematical fact is not entirely neu- 
tral; for its practical application to business affairs 
at once raises the question of morals in the handling of 
figures. But in any case education as a whole centers 
in “life,” and no teacher can be neutral on life’s rela- 
tion to the only true God. 

The second fact is that, however one may argue for 
the theoretical possibility of neutral education, we do 
not have education of that kind in America, and we 
never have had. Take the matter of textbooks. In 
high schools and colleges throughout our land text- 
books are used that quietly set aside the Bible records 
as fables. Ancient Histories begin with the story of 
our animal ancestors as though they were recording 
sober facts which all accepted as we do the incident of 
Washington crossing the Delaware. If the keeping 
of the seventh day is mentioned, the Chaldeans are the 
originators of it, and so with every fact on which the 
pseudo-historians differ from the Bible. This is not 
neutrality. 

In ‘State-controlled institutions the most direct teach- 
ing against the Bible and Christ is going on in thou- 
sands of classrooms. 
phemous and is sowing the seeds of -moral collapse:

Yet its legal right is rarely questioned. On the other 
hand, in some parts of the country the Bible is being 
taught in public schools by earnest Chistian teachers, 
using textbooks by honored orthodox Christian leaders. 
The courses are a regular part of the school schedule, 
and no one questions them because the community as 
a whole consists of Protestant believers. We are not 
here suggesting either of these plans as a wise plan 
for America. But the illustrations help us to see 
that “neutrality” regarding God and truth and the 
Bible is impossible. Education cannot be separated 
from God, the great Maker and Educator of men. All 
of it is, in greater or less degree, either for or against 
him. 

Let us look at the rnatter for 2 moment from the 
standpoint of an_earnest and zealous Roman Catholic 
priest. Every now and then one of these priests de- 
nounces the American school system as atheistic. Now 
suppose we temper our righteous indignation long 
enough to ask if we may learn anything from his 
point of view, wrong as it is in essence. For we need 
but to look at Spain and South America and any 
country where Rome has had sway to know what his 
public school system would produce. But what is his 
point of view? He believes that God and salvation 
are the most important things for all human beings. 
He believes that the truth of God, as he sees it, should 
be made the center of all education, that the children 
receive this truth from the first book they open till 
they leave their postgraduate schools. ‘Now, he sees 
the truth of God in such a way that fatal error pre- 
vails with it. But suppose he did have the truth of 
God? Is he not right in saying that this is the truth 
that should lie at the basis of all education? Or is 
the other view right? What is the other view? We 
turn our children over to the State, to be trained in 
English, arithmetic, history, science, and a multitude 
of subjects, in a word, to be “educated.” For half an 
hour on Sunday we send our children, or allow them 
to go, to Sunday-school to study “religion.” What 
view must the child have of the relative importance 
of “education” and “religion”? And what place does 
God have in that “education”? 


What Makes a College Christian 


The Catholic Church is fatally wrong in its view 
that the church should control the State, and therefore 
control education by the dogmatism of an outward 
authority, supported by the power of the State. That 
way lies stagnation, for it is putting fallible human 
leaders in the place of God, who alone should exercise 
such authority. 

‘But though the church should not control the State, 
Christians are citizens of their State as well as mem- 
bers of the church. As citizens we may and we sliould 
do all that is possible in putting truth at the heart of 
our educational system. 

But let us turn now to the question of education 
in Christian schools and colleges, which are not limited 
by State control. What constitutes-a real Christian 
college, and what is the ideal which our Christian in- 
stitutions should hold before them? 

Here is a college with a Christian president. Does 
that make the college Christian? We ask, What of 
the other teachers? Here is a college where all the 
teachers are Christian. Does that make it Christian? 
Here is a college where nothing contrary to God’s 
Word is taught, and where only-the orthodox teach- 
ings recognized by true Christians as the fundamentals 
of the faith are accepted as the truth revealed in the 
Bible. Does that make the college Christian? We 
ask what place Christ and the Bible have. That ques- 
tion goes to the heart of it. Most “Christian colleges” 
have a Bible course as a prominent part of the cur- 
riculum. .In many cases it is the most unpopular 
course with the students, even the Christian students. 
There are reasons for that. But in other cases the 
Bible courses are popular and form an important fea- 
ture of the training. 

But let us settle it at once that adding Bible courses 
does not make a truly Christian college. We cannot 
add God to anything. He must have the central place, 
and control all. The great defect of the courses of 
many of our Christian colleges is that the courses 
themselves are secular. 

Take one illustration. The God of the universe who 
controls the stars, and who also controls every event of 
human history, came as a man and lived on this earth, 
The Lord Jesus, our God and Saviour, is then the 
center of human history. Indeed no human history 
has any scientific meaning apart from him. Not only 
so, but God supernaturally directed the history of all 
nations, putting one nation in the center. Moreover 
he gave us an inspired record of his dealings with 
that nation and all nations, and a prophetic: foreview 
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of what he would do in the future with all nations. 
What have we done with God’s view of history? Let 
us speak from the scientific viewpoint for a moment, 
not from the “religious” viewpoint. If these are 
facts, what is the scientific way to deal with history, 
all history, past, present, and future, the history of 
all peoples? The answer is obvious. It would be 
not only unscientific but unbelievable folly for men 
to turn away from God’s explanation of history and 
from himself as the central figure of history. 

Yet this is what we have done. We have calmly 
relegated God to a field called “religion,” and have 
left the Lord Jesus Christ and God’s history from 
Genesis to Revelation completely out of our scientific 
teaching of “history.” Some of our most noted his- 
tory textbooks used in Christian colleges have been 
written by militant atheists who have been wise enough 
to keep any militant atheism out of their textbooks. 

The solemn fact we would here call to the attention 
of Christian educators is that we Christians have ac- 
cepted that view of the situation, and we are running 
our colleges on the basis of secular courses in which 
the Lord of glory is kept on the fringes. The amazing 
thing is not that we have students who do not give 
God the central place in their lives. It is all of God’s 
grace that we have so many students who give God a 
central place in spite of the fact that the whole educa- 
tional training is saturating mind and heart with a 
false view of the universe. 

A Christian college, therefore, is one whose courses 
are Christian, in which every subject is taught with 
God at the center, in which every subject is made to 
glorify God, in which the cross of the Lord Jesus 
Christ takes its place as the greatest of all facts of 
history. 

But there is somethirg else essential to a Christian 
college. We have secularized not only the courses in 
our colleges. American college life is secularized. 
Students interested in “religion” have their Y. M. C. A. 
or Y. W. C..A. activities. These usually constitute 
a small minority of the student body, except as the 
“Y” will minimize Christ and enter into the spirit of 
the college world. In Christian colleges the “Y” 
activities are usually very strong. But the Christian 
Association is one among many activities; the ath- 
letics, the social life, the dramatic and music and 
literary circles in nearly every case overshadow it. 
And these circles are secular in spirit. In a Bible 
school there is social life and recreation, but the cen- 
tral activity is soul-winning, and every student is ex- 
pected to make the heart of his life the knowing of 
Christ and making him known. Surely we cannot ex- 
pect that from a “secular” Christian college? But is 
not that the New Testament norm of life? Have 
not even our Christian colleges taken their norm of 
life from this present age, which lies in the evil one, 
and not from the New Testament? 

There is a great deal of talk today about the new 
viewpoint of college students, and many will tell us 
that this extreme Christian ideal of life is the very 
ideal that young college students will not follow. But 
the so-called student viewpoint is, in nearly every 
case, the viewpoint of their leaders. One of the great 
facts about children and young people is that they can 
be led, and will follow their teachers. God has planned 
it so, with the view that Christ who is the Truth 
should be persistently presented to young people in 
every relationship of life. 

God has not changed, and human beings have not 
changed, from the time when he himself said: “Hear, 
O Israel: Jetiovah our God is one Jehovah: and thou 
shalt love Jehovah thy God with all thy heart, and with 
all thy soul, and with all thy might. And these words, 
which I command thee this day, shall be upon thy heart; 
and thou shalt teach them diligently unto thy children, 
and shalt talk of them when thou sittest in thy house, 
and when thou walkest by the way, and when thou 
liest down, and when thou risest up. And thou shalt 
bind them for a sign upon thy hand, and they shall be 
for frontlets between thine eyes. And thou shalt 
write them upon the door-posts of thy house, and upon 
thy gates” (Deut. 6: 4-9). 

If this view that God gives of the way young people 
should be educated appears to be impracticable in our 
modern life, let us clearly face the ominous fact that 
some view has to prevail. And the view that is cap- 
turing education today is the antithesis of the Chris- 
tian view. This is not to be wondered at. The tragic 
fact for us to consider is that Christians are leaving 
the field free for that other view. What is it? One 
of the leading educators of the country expressed it 
to the writer in this way: “The fundamental prin- 


ciple ‘that underlies the educational system of America- 


is the principle that there is no such thing as absolute 
knowledge in any field of study.” 

“Doctor,” I asked, “if God had given a revelation 
to men concerning life and their relation to him, that 
would be absolute knowledge, would it not?” 

“Undoubtedly,” was the answer. 

“Then, Doctor, you say that you-do not believe in 
teaching ‘religion’ in connection with the public school 
system. But you have religion in it; only it is a re- 
—_— that teaches that the Christian faith is an impos- 
sibility.” 

This educator was not an atheist, but a modernistic 
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Christian, one who classed himself a “liberal in re- 
ligion.” 

If we should attempt to have a truly Christian col- 
lege, with Christ at the center of all the courses and 
at the center of the college life, there are two dangers. 

There is the danger of which the Catholic Church 
is the outstanding example,—the curtailment of real 
liberty in education and life, a binding by false author- 
ity that would plunge the world into the same stagna- 
tion that every land controlled by Rome: has suffered. 
Protestant institutions are not free from the same 
danger of false dogmatism. 

On the other side, there is the danger of a mushy 
sentimentalism, an absence of the virility and facing 
of the rugged facts of life that our secular colleges 
often have in eminent degree. 

But let it be remembered that these and all such 
dangers are the result, not of putting Christ in the 
center, but of a false interpretation of Christ. Be- 
cause he has been misrepresented by his friends is no 
reason why education should be turned over to those 
who would interpret it as atheists. 

What are we actually doing in America to make 
education Christian in schools not controlled by the 
State? There are colleges that are seeking earnestly 
to give genuinelv Christian education. The remark- 
able series of articles in the Trmes in April and May, 
1928, on Andrew Murray told of the reaching after 
this ideal in South Africa. And in America we have 
colleges with the same ideal. In the field of ele- 
mentary and secondary education there is the move- 
ment of the Christian schools running parallel with 
our public school system, and supported not by the 
churches but by Christian citizens. Catherine F. Vos, 
in an article entitled, “Can Education Be Both Secular 
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and Christian?” in the Times for August 2, 1924, told 
the story of the remarkable system of Christian 
schools that for forty years have been carried on in 
fourteen states by Hollanders of the Christian Re- 
formed faith; and the problem of Christian education 
was discussed by Mark Fakkema, the General Secre- 
tary of the National Union of Christian Schools, Chi- 
cago, in the Times for August 6, 1927, under the title, 
“Our Educational Dilemma.” This movement for the 
establishing of distinctively Christian schools, meeting 
the educational standards of the ‘State but having no 
support from taxation, is one great evidence of the 
protest against the secularizing of the American 
school system. If this should prove the only solution 
of the problem (for the present age), it would mean 
that we hand over the public school system to those 
who would make it entirely secular and virtually athe- 
istic. But in many sections of the country the Chris- 
tian citizens are in such large majorities that there is 
abundant opportunity to influence the public schools 
along sound Christian lines. The practical methods 
of doing this will become far clearer to Christian 
leaders when our Christian colleges see some of these 
fallacies of “neutral,” “secularized” education, and 
boldly strike out for real Christian education. 

May our Christian schools accept the challenge of 
putting Christ and his supernatural revival power 
at the center of education, in the same way that we 
individual Christians seek to make him the center of 
our own lives. It will be found that this apparently 
hardest way, this high and seemingly impossible ideal, 
is not alone the easiest road to the goal, but the only 
safe road. For it is the road of him who is 
the Truth.

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The Bible in the Public Schools

EW ALBANY, Ind., is a city of about thirty-one 

thousand inhabitants. It cannot boast of some of 
the advantages of many larger cities, but in the matter 
of Bible instruction in the public schools I believe it 
has a distinction not claimed by any other city in 
America. 

In some towns and cities the pupils go upon cer- 
tain days or at certain hours of several days in the 
week to their own churches or to selected places of 
meeting, wheze they receive Bible instruction. In 
some communities a pastor or some other Christian 
worker is permitted to give a few hours each week to 
the teaching of the Bible in the public schools. In 
New Albany a lady, a school teacher and student of 
the Bible, is devoting her entire time to the teaching 
of the Bible in the public schools. 

The different churches represented in the New Al- 
bany Ministerial Association divide among themselves 
the amount of salary to be raised for the supervisor 
of the Bible teaching in the public schools.. A majority 
of the fifteen co-operating churches raise their appor- 
tionment through the Sunday-school, voting it out of 
the Sunday-school treasury. The supervisor is paid 
as good a salary as she received from the school board. 

The superintendent of the public schools gives his 
hearty endorsement to the work. The school board 
gladly consents to the arrangement. The various 
teachers co-operate beautifully. Without their help 
the work would not be the success that it is, for it is 
manifestly impossible for one person giving entire 
time to the work to do all the teaching. 

At different times the pupils of the various schools 
have given a “demonstration” at some of the churches. 
Those who have attended these meetings and such as 
are in closest touch with the work are enthusiastic 
over it. For the past four years the pupils of the 
public schools# with their teachers, have marched at 
one o'clock on Good Friday to designated churches 
for religious services. The throngs of children on 
the street going to or coming from these services is 
quite a sight. The messages brought to the children 
and the services held for them are productive of much 
good. The smaller children always have some part in 
these Good Friday services. It stirs one’s heart to 
hear the children recite in unison such selections from 
the Bible as the First, the Nineteenth, and the Twenty- 
third Psalms, and the Sermon on the Mount. 

Nine churches were used for the Good Friday serv- 
ices in 1928 to take care of the thirty-six hundred 
pupils attending the meetings. The pastor of the 
entertaining church in nearly every case presided and 
had charge of the service in general, while a speaker 
from outside the local church brought the message 
of the hour. Such services afford a wonderful oppor- 
tunity to impart religious instruction and conviction to 
the young people. seed planted in fertile soil is 
likely to bring a good harvest. I am of the opinion 
that such services are well pleasing to our heavenly 
Father and deserve duplication in all communities 
throughout Christendom. 





There has been practically no adverse criticism of 
the work. Of course there is no sectarianism. Chil- 
dren will occasionally get a wrong idea. In practically 
every case where there has come up any question as 
to the teaching of the Bible in the schools, investiga- 
tion has revealed the fact that the child has- reported 
something in a twisted manner. Such reports have 
been very few considering the number of pupils that 
are receiving Biblical instruction in the schools. 

There are communities where it would be hard to 
put on the kind of program that is being success- 
fully carried out in New Albany. Other communities 
might be surprised to find how easy it is to carry out 
such a program. It seems to me that the greatest 
danger point is that of securing a Modernist for super- 
visor. The instructor should have a clear understand- 
ing-that he or she is not to enter the field of Biblical 
interpretation, or — shall I say? —unbiblical interpre- 
tation. Emphasis should be placed upon memory work, 
geographical and historical information, and morals. 
There should be no questioning of miracles or any- 
thing else in the Scriptures. When questions of in- 
terpretation arise which would lead away from the 
Bible record the pupil should be referred to his pastor 
or Sunday-school teacher. There is much Modernism 
in our higher institutions of learning; we cannot af- 
ford to introduce it in the grades and high schools and 
use the Lord’s money to destroy faith in the Bible. 

I do not believe in the union of church and State. 
Neither do I believe we should delegate to the public 
schools the special work of the church and the Sun- 
day-school. I do believe that the teaching of the Bible 
in the public schools is commendable. Many school 
children come from homes where the Word-of God is 
ignored. Some have become Sunday-school pupils 
through the interest aroused by the teaching of the 
Bible in the day school. Parents have been awakened 
to a sense of their moral responsibility. Results show 
that the work is worth while.

God’s covenant with parents”

I. ASSURANCE FoR YOUR CHILDREN’S FUTURE 


ANY young parents have been filled with dis- 
M may when some older father or mother whose 

children are grown has said, “Enjoy your chil- 
dren when they are little, for when they grow up they 
will be only a worry and trouble to you.” To the 
believing Christian it seems impossible that God could 
have abandoned parents in that which means more to 
them than all else in the world—their children. Yet 
many Christians do not know that God has definitely 
pledged himself to assure the future of the children 
of those who have faith. The godly mother of grown 
children recently speaking of this truth said, “I wish 
I had known it twenty years ago.” ; 

The message that we here attempt to bring is that 
God has revealed and declared definitely and explicitly 
that he stands pledged to assure eternally the future 
of the believer’s children. That means in the life to 
come, but it means just as definitely in the life that 
now is; here in the world today. 

A man was asked if his wife was well. He an- 
swered, “Pretty well, if only it wasn’t for worrying 
about the children. . .:. Oh, yes, she’s a Christian! 
She ain’t afraid but what the Lord will take care of 
her — but seems like she ain’t got faith to believe 
he’s to be trusted with the children.” 

A Christian is preparing for blessing when he rec- 
ognizes as a principle of Scripture that worry is for- 
bidden in everything. The responsibilities and con- 
cerns of parents make no exception. “In NOTHING 
be anxious” (Phil. 4:6). Parents seem to feel that 
anything they care about as much as their children 
must be a “care.” Anxious care is wrong, is forbidden, 
and is the forerunner of other sin. “Fret not thyself, 
it tendeth only to evil-doing” (Psa. 37:8). Not even 
concerning: your children is it right to worry. 

“Then,” the believing heart will cry, “there must 
be some provision of supernatural power to meet that 
need,” which is the exact fact and a revealed truth. 
God stands pledged, the omnipotent Father is com- 
mitted to back parents in their need. “The Word of 
Truth” teaches that you may be absolutely certain 
of the spiritual future of your children. And that goes 
to the core of what also sometimes troubles parents, 
their material future. 


II. A HousEHOLD PROMISE 


Assurance of salvation ought to be and may be the 
experience of every believer. But, what of the chil- 
dren? May. Christian parents also have assurance 
of their children’s salvation? The declaration of the 
Word of God and the experience of God’s people who 
have tested it is thdt they may. 

Salvation is personal, but it is also of the house- 
hold. God is mindful of the unity of the home. From 
the beginning, God’s Word shows that he figured in 
terms of the household as well as the individual. He 
said to Noah, “Come thou and all thy house into the 
ark” (Gen. 7:1). Before that (6:18) he had said, “I 
will establish my covenant with thee,” but he goes 
right on to include wife and children under that cove- 
nant. 

God asked that young and old of Israel in Egypt 
might go to serve him in the desert. Pharoah said, 
“Not so, go now ye that are men, and serve Jehovah” 
(Exod. 10:11). That sounded plausible, but God 
always counts in the children. At the Passover God 
said, “The blood shall be to you for a token upon the 
houses where ye are” (Exod. 12:13), and he com- 
manded them to take “lambs according to your fam- 
ilies” (v.21). “A lamb for a household” was Jehovah's 
loving expression (v. 3). John the Baptist said, “Be- 
hold, the Lamb of God!” That Lamb is for your 
household. 

Are you a Christian who has~left Egypt yourself 
but has left your children behind in the grip and 
power of the world; who has received “the blood that 
cleanseth from all sin,” but has not in faith placed 
that blood as a token on your house? 

When speaking on this truth, a young lady came to 
ask, “Will it work the other way? My parents are 
not saved; will it work the-other way from the chil- 
dren?” What an example Rahab is of a saved sinner 
getting her whole family saved! She had true faith 
in Jehovah and pleaded for “My father, and my mother, 
and my brethren, and my sisters, and all that they 
have.” ~ Although her house was on the wall that fell, 
the record is that when the wall fell every one of 
her family was saved. 

The Rev. B. Davidson of the Ceylon and India 
General Mission tells of a young man living a gay, 
worldly life who was saved. He was one of a family 
of nine, all-the rest, including the parents, unsaved. 
He began to pray for the salvation of his house, but 





A son was breaking his mother’s heart through 
his drinking and bad company. He had even 
been in jail. One day, when the mother did not 
even know where her boy was, she told a Christian 
minister of her sorrow, -edding that she had 
prayed for her son’s salvation daily for twenty- 
six years, The minister reminded her that she 
had been saved many years before through faith 
in the first part of the promise in Acts 16:31, 
“Believe on the Lord Jesus, and thou shalt be 
saved, thou and thy house.” Together on their 
knees: they claimed the second part of the 
promise, and four months later came a letter from 
the mother saying, “My son is back with me, 
saved, and the joy of my heart.” This incident 
illustrates the truth set forth in this article, 
which is the first of a series of three. The series 
gives the glorious teaching of Scripture on family 
salvation, which brings joy and peace to the 
heart of every Christian father and mother who 
takes God at his word. 








Satan said, “Look at your past life, how can you 
expect God to answer your prayer for your house?” 
The young man said, “Yes, that is true, but I am not 
worse than Rahab, and God heard her prayer for her 
house.” He spoke to his brother and soon he was 
saved. He persevered in prayer, speaking and writ- 
ing, until his parents and every one of that family 
were saved. Rahab’s experience shows that God will 
answer the prayers of any member of the family, if he 
or she will believe, for all the rest.’ Sturdy old Joshua 
decided in faith as much as in purpose, not alone 
for himself, but for all his house, “As for me and 
my house, we will serve Jehovah.” 

When Jesus healed the nobleman’s son, “Himself 
believed, and his whole house” (John 4:53). When 
Cornelius prayed, God told him, “Send... and fetch 
. . - Peter; who shall speak unto thee words, whereby 
thou shalt be saved, thou and all thy house” (Acts 
II: 13, 14). Would you have faith to call in all the 
family if God said that? See Cornelius going around 
to all his relatives, inviting them to his house at a 
certain hour to hear words whereby they should be 
saved. But this earnest man went outside God’s 
promise and brought in “his near friends.’”’” God hon- 
ored his faith by pouring out his Spirit on “all them 
that heard the word.” 


III. Famiry SALVATION 


“If there is joy in heaven over one sinner that 
repenteth,” says Mr. Davidson, “how much more over 
a whole household being saved? God loves to save 
whole households. It is his will that there should be 
complete, unbroken families in ‘Heaven. Let us re- 
member that God made families. We have no choice 
as to the family we are born in; and God, who made 
families, wants to save them all. God is more willing 
to save families than we are to have them saved. They 
are additions to his own glorious family, and this 
brings him joy.” 

When Lydia the capable, successful business woman 
believed, she was not content with her own salvation, 
but saw that God counts a person and his household 
a unit. No doubt she prayed for each one of them 
and probably told each one how the Lord saved her. 
“She was baptized, and her household” (Acts 16:15). 
Stephanas and his household were also baptized (1 
Cor. 1:16; 16:15). 

At midnight, the Philippian jailer cried, “What 
must I do to be saved?” Paul answered, “Believe 
on the Lord Jesus, and thou shalt be saved, thou 
and thy house” (Acts 16:31). That is the way God 
wants to save — “thou and thy house.” God has 
joined us and our house together. “What therefore 
God hath joined together, let not man put asunder.” 
God’s will and way from the beginning and through 
to the end is “thou and thy house.” 

“Satan has been successful,” says Mr. Davidson, “in 
cutting off the most important part of this great 
promise. We hear it quoted, ‘Believe on the Lord 
Jesus, and thou shalt be saved,’ When that is believed 
one person is saved, but when the whole promise is 
believed, the whole house is saved.. A man’s house is 
an integral part of himself, and it is the unvarying will 
of God to save every believer and his whole house 
if the believer will trust God to do it. Of course the 
believer must seek honestly*to walk in all the ways 
of God before he has a right to the promise.” 

A Christian mother told Mr. Davidson of her ‘son 
who was breaking her heart with his drinking and 


bad company. He had even been in jail. At that time 
she did not know where he was. He pointed out to 
her God’s purpose and his promises from Noah down 
concerning our “house.” Her answer was, “Since that 
boy was born, twenty-six years ago, I have prayed for 
his salvation every day.” He pointed out to that 
mother that she had trusted God for the first part of 
his promise, many years before, and he had saved her. 
He asked, “Will not God be equally faithful to keep 
the latter part of that promise if we trust him to do 
it?” She said, “Of course he will, and I will ask and 
claim my boy’s salvation today.” Upon their knees 
they did this. Four months later came_a letter from 
that mother ‘saying, “My son is back with me, saved, 
and the joy of my heart.” 

An aged wife lay dying. She was nearly a hundred 
years old, and her husband sat by her side. She was 
just breathing faintly, but suddenly she revived, opened 
her eyes and said, “Why, it is dark!” “Yes, Janet, it 
is dark.” “Is it night?” “Oh, yes, it is midnight.” 
“Are all the children in?” There was that mother 
living life over again, though her youngest child had 
been in the grave twenty years. She fell asleep in 
Christ asking, “Are all the children in?” Dear friend, 
are they all in? Is John in? Is James in? Is Mary 
in? Where is your boy, father? Where is your 
daughter, mother ? 


IV. Tue Reat Source or Famity Lire 


In leading into one of the marvelous statements of 
possible Christian experience, in the third chapter of 
Ephesians, a veritable Himalaya of Scripture, the Holy 
Spirit takes as the basis of that statement, to 
strengthen faith for its acceptance, a great key truth. 
He says, in the fourteenth and fifteenth verses, “The 
Father, from whom every family in heaven and on 
earth is named.” Substitute for the word “named,” 
“natured” or “charactered,” which more nearly gives 
the force of the word to the Oriental; and for “fam- 
ily” the “fatherhood” of the Revised Version margin, 
and it reads, “The Father, from whom every father- 
hood in heaven and on earth is natured.” 

Father’s and mother’s love, this says, is from God 
and part of God himself. Your parenthood, father 
and mother, let it reverently be said, is a little bit 
of God’s own nature. It is part of that likeness to 
himself in which God first created man. Marred and 
blurred by sin, as we feel it is, parenthood is per- 
fected in us just in the measure that we accept and 
know redemption and all its provisions as realities and 
facts in experience; just in the measure that the life 
and power of God really operate in our lives. 

More than that, God stands pledged by the love he 
gave us, to back us in it. “How much more shall 
your heavenly Father.” If we know anything fine 
and sweet and true in our own parenthood, or in the 
best that we have known, be absolutely assured that 
ten thousand times ten thousand is it more true of 


, fatherhood in God. 


The very throbbing soul of the true family is “God 
with us.” That which makes a “home” as distin- 
guished from a “house” is when God becomes a known, 
living presence in the house. The world over, the 
knowledge of God in Christ Jesus has brought home 
a real family life to tribes where before even the word 
“home” was unknown to the language. 

One hears it said, “I fear I loved my child too 
much.” Satan never propagated a greater lie. One 
may put one’s love in the wrong place. God must be 
put first. But the result of that will be a greater, 
more intense love for your child. Your heavenly 
Father would increase and enrich your love, not 
lessen it. 

You, Christian father or mother, who recognize 
that your love for your child is finer, sweeter, truer, 
more intense because Christ has come to live in your 
heart and is your life, can you think for one moment 
that God gave you that love to forsake you and leave 
you alone in it? One could not conceive of anything 
more exquisitely diabolical. Would God give us such 
love and iftensify it to torment us by it? Or willingl 
permit us to be tormented in it? Yet to give us love 
and then abandon us in the world we live in would. be 
just that. ‘He has not abandoned us, for he is “the 
Father from whom every fatherhood in heaven and 
on earth is natured.” 


V. THe MEAsSuRE oF Your PARENTHOOD 


A former college mate, an eminent engineer and 
the mayor of a great Southern city, recently was 
awakened, with his wife, by the cries of their seven- 
year-old child. Rushing to help her, they found her 
on fire in her bed. In vain they tried to save her. 
She perished, and they both died later from their 
burns. The little girl was an adopted child, yet who 
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will not say that in some real sense they were father 
and mother to her? 

There are those who are one-third parents, parents 
only of the body. Some are two-thirds parents, par- 
ents of body and mind. Some are three-thirds parents, 
parents of body, mind, and spirit. Occasionally one 
is, in effect, not a parent at all, abandoning alike 
body, mind, and spirit. 

Some have watched the body, stimulated the mind, 
but never given a thought to the spirit. Men and 
women know of the stress and storm and soul con- 
flict they themselves have gone through; how then 
can they look into the face of that clear-eyed boy and 
that sweet-faced girl and bring them no soul help by 
which they may win through similar struggies? To 
leave a great sip in the midst. of an ocean tempest 
without engine, without compass, and without rudder 
would not be more terrible — nor more tragic. 

A little lad whose parents were not Christians had 
been taught by his mother the Lord’s Prayer and an 
appropriate little verse to say on going to bed at night; 
then he would repeat after his mother, “God bless 
Papa and Mama and Willie and make me a good boy.” 
One night as he kissed his mother he looked into 
her face and said, “Do you pray, Mama?” 

“No, darling.” 

“Does Papa pray?” 

“I never heard him.” 

“Why do you make me pray?” 

“That you may be good.” 

“Don’t you want to be good, Mama?” 

“Oh, yes.” 

“Then why don’t you pray and Papa pray?” 

“We've gotten out of the spirit, I guess.” 

“Well, Mama, maybe will hear my prayer. 
But don’t you think you and Papa want too much 
of a little fellow like me to do all the praying? You 
might help’ me a little.’ It was not long till that 
house was a house of prayer and blessing. 

Not less of parents than of others was the Master 
speaking when he said, “It were well for him if a 
millstone were hanged about his neck, and he were 
thrown into the sea, rather than that he should cause 
one of these little ones to stumble” (Luke 17:2). 
Parenthood is not alone a privilege, it is also a tre- 
mendous responsibility for which a very strict re- 
sponse and accurate accounting shall be given. - 

“Mother, you have forgotten my soul,” said a little 
three-year-old girl as her mother tucked her away in 
bed after rising from saying the Lord’s Prayer. “But, 
Mother, you have forgotten my soul!” She meant 
only that her prayer, ““Now I lay me down to sleep,” 
had not been said, yet to how many might some child 
say, “Father — Mother, you have forgotten my soul.” 

Asa Bullard, in “Incidents of a Busy Life,” tells 
of a census he and his mother took of their neighbor- 
hood as they sat at home and thought of the people 
around them. Counting ninety-eight families, they 
found that where both parents were Christian, sixty- 
eight percent of their children were also. Where one 
parent only was a professing Christian, thirty-three 
percent of the children were Christians. Where 
neither parent was a professing Christian, only nine 
and one-third percent of the children were Christians ; 
and not one of these children became Christians until 
after leaving Lome and coming under Christian influ- 
ence elsewhere. What a revelation this is of a parent’s 
responsibility for the salvation of the children!

Getting Scholars to Use the Bible 
By W. Irving Carroll, D.D. 


ye OUR Sunday-school we have adopted a simple 
method that helps to put an emphasis on the use of 
the Bible itself. We distribute throughout the school 
the pamphlet containing the list of the International 
Uniform Lessons for the year (The Sunday School 
Times Co., 323-327 North Thirteenth Street, Phila- 
delphia, 10 cents a copy, or $1 a dozen). This does 
away with lesson leaflets and quarterlies on which 
the Scripture passage is printed, and thereby causes 
the pupil to make use of the Bible itself in looking up 
the coming Sunday’s lesson. Without any helps what- 
ever (for the pupil) we urge that the lesson text be 
read out of the Bible during the week, and the oftener 
the better. We hope that this may at least bring about 
the “handling” of the Bible in the home, and also give 
the pupil a familiarity with the passage. 

When Sunday comes the teachers really teach the 
lesson; and by that I mean that they show its spiritual 
truths, as it is written in Nehemiah 8: 8, “So they read 
in the book of the law of God distinctly, and gave the 
sense, and caused them to understand the reading.” 
We do not use the question and answer method. Our 
idea is that questions are often embarrassing, as peo- 
ple do not like to expose their ignorance. This. we 
think is true in the Adult classes, —and we also find 
that even in. the later teen-age classes the pupils are 
sensitive, Then, too, the answers are frequently mis- 
leading, and they often excite controversy and produce 
confusion. 

This explains why we do not give out helps in home 
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study. A Sunday-school class is not 2 debating society. 
The teacher states what the lesson means. ° 

The teachers may avail themselves of any helps they 
wish to. As a matter of fact THe SunpAy ScHOOL 
TIMEs and an outline that I prepare and teach to. the 
teachers seem to be sufficient. We encourage the use 
of these two things. 

The teacher appears before the class with an open 
Bible and such notes as may be necessary (usually 
this simple outline of mine supplemented by the fuller 
treatment in the Times) ; and the pupils, with nothing 
but a Bible, turn to the passage and any references 
the teacher may make use of. We have an over- 
abundance of Bibles always on hand, so that every 
schulai is supplicd with one. 

We have gradually and discreetly introduced this 
plan, without forcing any of the classes to use it. So 
far it has worked most happily.

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The Challenge of the Fire 
at America’s Keswick 


MaX® times in the history of America’s Keswick 
forest fires have swept the surrounding country, 
but each time God has marvelously preserved the 
place. On Thursday, April 11, however, God per- 
mitted a fire that completely destroyed Bethesda, one 
of the old buildings that served as a dormitory for 
some of the men of the colony. Even in the midst of 
this seeming catastrophe, however, God’s guarding 
hand could be seen, for he miraculously preserved 
other buildings which might easily have caught fire 
had the wind been in the right direction to sweep 
through the trees and underbrush toward the Raws 
Memorial Building and Victory Hall. 

At one side of Bethesda the concrete foundation 
had been laid and walls were being erected for the 
first wing of a new dormitory. The damage to this 
new work was very slight. Another cause for thanks- 
giving is that now time and labor will not have to be 
expended in pulling down the old building which later 
was to make way for another wing of the new building 
under construction. 

But what is God’s challenge to the friends of 
America’s Keswick in this fire? For more than a 
year construction work on the new building has been 
held up because the funds had not come in. It is the 
policy of the Council of the Victorious Life Testimony, 
who are the trustees of America’s Keswick, not to 
undertake any improvement until the money to pay 
for it is in sight. But now, evidently God has called 
the urgent need for a new dormitory to the attention 
of his stewards in a striking way through the destruc- 
tion_of Bethesda. He has prepared the way for the 
erection of the entire building at once. Shall not his 
stewards do their part by sending in the funds that 
shall make this possible? 

And it will be more than a new building, — this 
dormitory, now so sorely needed. Could you hear some 
of the testimonies of men who have been delivered 
from the power of drink and drugs at America’s 
Keswick, you would realize that the new dormitory 
will be the gateway to a new life in the power of an 
all-sufficient Saviour to many of the men who enter it. 

Approximately $12,000 is needed to complete the 
construction work. In addition, there is immediate 
need for the replacement of beds and bedding destroyed 
in the fire, and for equipment to furnish the new 
building when it is completed. About $30 will supply 
one bed and the bedding for it; $75 to $100 will outfit 
a room.

Golden Text.—Thy word have I laid up in my heart, that I might not sin against thee.—Psa. 119: II 














The Lesson as a Whole 


By J. Russell Howden 


Foreword 
Hide God’s Word in your heart, 
And seek the Spirit’s power, 
To understand each blest command 
He gives from hour to hour.

OING steadily through the record of God’s 
G dealings with his servant Jeremiah we came last 

week to the general subject of obedience. This 
week’s lesson goes deeper still. For it shows us that 
obedience is not’ merely a matter of outward conform- 
ity to a sét of rules, but a heart response to the will of 
God our loving heavenly Father. This is the very core 
of all true religion. And God kept on sending to Judah 
his grace through his prophets, challenging Israel to 
such a trust in him as would thus express itself in their 
lives. 
The Historical Setting 

The prophecies of this chapter are not dated. But 

chapter twenty-nine gives a letter written by Jere- 
miah to those who had already been carried away cap- 
tives by Nebuchadnezzar. And it is apparently 
because of this circumstance that the captivity had al- 
ready begun that Jeremiah was specially commanded 
to write his messages in book form (30:2), and our 
present lesson forms part of the book thus written. 
Jehoiakim’s disastrous reign lasted eleven years (2 
Kings 23:36). The first three years of his reign he 
served as vassal to Nebuchadnezzar. . In the third year 
he rebelled (2 Kings 24:1). And in the same year the 
first group of Judean captives was deported (Dan. 1: 
1). So that we may date the background of our lesson 
this week at a little later than the year 598 B. C. 


Verse by Verse 

Jeremiah 31: 29.—They shall say no more. That is, 
they shall not have any occasion to say. It will become 
obvious that the sinner who is punished is suffering 
for his own sins and not for anybody else’s. < 

The .fathers have eaten sour grapes. Against this 
proverb both Jeremiah in Jerusalem and Ezekiel away 
in Chaldea were inveighing at the same time (Ezek. 
18:2). At first sight this declaration seems in con- 
flict with Exodus 20:5. But a little thought. will show 
the inner harmony between the two seeming contradic- 
tions. 
that the human race is a living organism. Sin and 
wickedness are.transmitted in it. None of us can 
escape from the entail of the guilty ancestry (Psa. 
51:5). And ‘the Becalogue does not state or imply 
that the children are punished instead of the fathers. 
What it does say is that evil has awful consequences, 
and that these consequences extend into. the lives of 
the children. This is an observed fact of life as well 
as a matter of revelation. It is so whether we like it 
or not. -The child of the drunkard or impure man suf- 
fers the consequences of the father’s sin. - But that 
suffering is not in itself penal. It is inevitable because 
of the solidarity and organic unity of the race. And 
just as wickedness has results and effects so also does 
goodness. . But suffering consequent upon another’s sin 
is not in itself penal. Indeed, it may be and often 
is a pathway to blessing. 

But as to the penal results of sin, they belong only 
to the sinner himself. The Second Commandment does 
not affirm .that sinning fathers remain unpunished. 
Nor does it say that the children and grandchildren 
are punished instead of their fathers without any 
fault of their own. And even here the results are con- 
ditioned by the children’s own attitude toward God. 
‘Ii they forsake their father’s evil ways, the heat of 
the divine wrath is turned into the warmth of love. 
And this not to the third and fourth-generation sim- 
ply, but to thousarids of people—or, as perhaps we 
may take the word, to thousands of generations. “If 
God continues for a long time his ‘aversion to sin he 
continues to all eternity his manifestations of mercy, 
and we cannot have a better proof of this than in the 
history of Israel itself” (Schultz). 

Verse 31.—The days come. re Hebrews 8:8 
and 10:16. The re-establishment of Israel reaches its 
completion in the coming of a new covenant, by which 
the law of God is written henceforth in the hearts of 
his people. With the house of Israel. Note that here 
as always the prophecy looks forward to the reunion 
of the long divided people. 

Verse 32.—Which my covenant they brake. 
nant is an agreement between two parties. If one of 
them infringes the covenant, it is broken. God bound 
himself to Israel formally at Sinai. -But Israel speedily 
renudiated the bargain by its worship of the golden

All covenants made between God and man are 
thus fragile because they depend for their fulfillment 
on poor sinning human nature on the one part. It is 
therefore only that new covenant which will endure 
forever, because in it humanity’s part is undertaken 
He thus becomes surety 
for the due performance of the conditions on man’s 
side, and that covenant consequently stands forever. 
Further, the advantages it secures are necessarily de- 
pendent so far as the individual is concerned upon his 
personal relationship to Christ. I was a husband unto 
them. For this figure compare Ephesians 5: 25. 
Verse 33.—I will put my law in their inward parts. 
The é»ward parts is parallel to hearts in the following 
clause of the verse. Both expressions mean the entire 
spiritual nature of man. This nature functions in three 
ways, in thought, feeling, and will. Compare Luke 
10:27. Notice that the law of the Lord forms, in 
the new.as well as in the old covenant, the kernel and 
essence of the relationship between God and his people. 
To be saved is not a deyice for enabling the Christian 


to dodge the law of God (Rom. 8:4). For the law of- 





The Two Testaments 
By Amos R. Wells 


Be gave an Old Testament sturdy and true, God 

made an Old Covenant massive and strong, that 
all of his people might hold it in view, their guide 
to the right and their bar from the wrong. God 
cut the Old Testament deep in the rock, God 
sealed the Old Covenant firmly with fire, that no 
one should scorn it and no one should mock, but 
tremble at penalties solemn and dire. God built 
the Old ‘Testament out of the law, God wrote the 
Old Covenant redly in blood, and kings sank to 
earth when his glory they saw, nor conqueror ever 
his power withstood. God gave a New Testament 
loving and kind, God made a New Covenant gra- 
ciously near, release to the captive and eyes to the 
blind, and hope to the heart overladen with fear. 
God wrote the New Testament deep in the soul, 
God made the New Covenant sweetly in life, that 
billows. should never invincibly roll, that. spirit 
should never be yielded in strife. God made the 
New Testament out of the Old, but broadened 
and deepened and wondrous!y sweet, God’s hand 
reached to mortals to grasp them and hold, to lift 
them and strengthen and make them complete. 
For the law came through Moses, the mouth_of 
the Lord, but grace came through Jesus, God's 
glorious Son, God’s truth and God’s love and 
God’s ultimate Word, both Testaments joining for- 
ever in one! 











God is the expression of the will of God, and that will 
is the expression of God’s love. It is therefore good 
and acceptable and perfect. It is the very best that 
God can design or that man can desire. We need to 
put this aspect of things very clearly before our pupils. 
It is easy for them or for us to get the idea that the 
law of God is something harsh and terrible, imposed 
because of sin. We think of law too often as though 
God were some kind of policeman always on the look- 
out to catch offenders and hale them before the bar 
of his justice. But God’s law is good. It seeks to 
shield us from all that would harm, and lead us ‘to all 
that would bless. 

Now even under the old covenant the Israelite was 
urged to receive the law of God into the heart so that the 
law presented to him from without should become 
the property of his heart, so to speak. Compare Deu- 
teronomy 30:6 and Psalm 119. But this response to 

is an impossibility unless the law be really re- 
ceived into the heart. And this can be done in no 
other way than in the Lord Jesus himself by the Holy 
Ghost coming in to dwell in the heart of the man 
who has received Christ. The demands of the law can- 
not be fulfilled by sinful man. However earnestly 
he may try, he can never satisfy its requirements. The 
law with its rigid demands only. humbles the sinner by 
leading him to realize his own helplessness (Psa. 51: 
11). In the old covenant, the law with its require- 
ments is the impelling force. In the- new covenant, 
the grace shown in the forgiveness of sins is the abid- 
ing power by which man attains that common life 
box! God which the law. sets before him as the great 
ideal. 


Verse 34.—They shall teach no more. The idea is 
that preachers and teachers shall no longer be neces- 
sary for the people of God. Each one for himself shall 
have such direct and personal knowledge of God that 
God himself by the Holy Spirit shall teach him all 
things. In measure, this is the case in the Christian 
Church. The promise of the Holy Spirit is not to 
a select few, — ministers, and teachers, and clergy, and 
the like, — but to every child of God. Actually, how- 
ever, this ideal is by no means realized. And there- 
fore for the present until the Lord returns these offices 
are still needed among us. 


John 1:17.—The law was given through Moses. 
There is a double contrast here. On the one hand, the 
contrast between the two agents — Moses the servant 
and Christ the Son. Compare Hebrews 2. On the 
other hand, the contrast between the rigidness and 
narrowness of the positive enactments of the law and 
the fullness (v. 16) of the grace and truth which 
come in Christ. Grace is far more widespreading than 
law. Theoretically at least you can fulfill law. But 
grace is a very active, positive energy of goodness that 
can never be circumscribed or brought to an end. 
Grace is just a part of God himself. And as he is 


- always doing good both to bad and good, so will the 


man be who truly has the grace of God in his heart. 
The difference between the two ideas is well illustrated 
in the Parable of the Good Samaritan (Luke 10):

Golden Topics 


1. God’s will necessarily comes to us in the terms 
of law. For he is the Creator and we the creatures. 
He is the King and we are his subjects. 

2. Obedience to law is not a penalty imposed for 
disobedience. It is the privilege of the ‘ibedios child. 
The Lord Jesus Christ is dia tke one who has ever 
perfectly kept the law of God. In Christ the sinner 
is restored to his right relationship with God. Instead 
of being a spiritual anarchist he begins to delight in 
the law of God (Rom. 7). Moreover, in Christ the 
saved sinner now has the power given to him to keep 
the law. And that is the object of salvation, that the 
sinful and disobedient should become the righteous and 
obedient, and that they who have no power of them- 
selves to obey God now become able to do the very 
thing that was before impossible. 


3. Heart is a symbolic expression for mind or spirit. 
With us heart suggests mainly if not altogether the 
emotions. But in Bible language whether in Old or 
New Testament it means the whole spiritual nature 
of man. And if special emphasis is laid upon any 


function of the mind, it is upon reason or will rather . 
than upon emotion that heart lays stress. 

4- To have God’s law in the heart means: (1) To 
think about it, to store it in memory; (2) To reason 
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about it so as to extract its meaning for ourselves; 
(3) To choose it so that we obey whatever we find to 
be the will of God for our lives. 


The Practical Aim 

First, to show the pupils that God loves them and 
that it is just because of this that he wants them to 
know and obey his will. Second, to evoke practical, 
personal heart response to God’s demand. 


Final Word 
Make the Book live to me, O Lord, 
Show me Thy truth within Thy Word;

The Busy Men’s Corner 
By William H. Ridgway 


“Grapes.”—In those days they shall say no more, 
The fathers have eaten sour grapes, and the children's 
teeth are set on edge (v. 29). “Sour grapes!” is what 
we taunt when some runs down a thing we feel he 
would dearly love to have. “Dottie Brown, huh! 
Who'd want a tow head like her?” cried Joe Wilson, 
who held Dottie’s mitten. “Sour grapes!” we all 
yelled, knowing Joe had “gotten the air.” Now it 
would seem that away back there in Israel the “sour 
grape” was on the vine and the metaphor popular — 
but with an entirely different application. Then it was 
a proverb to express the truth that children suffer 
from the sins of their fathers. How very true it has 
always been. There are many things for men and 
women to thank God, but none greater and more tell- 
ing than that we have had clean Christian fathers who 
avoided the “sour grapes.” There are many thousands 
of fathers ‘who have no lands, mortgages, stocks, or 
other property to pass on down to their children, but 
every one of these fathers can, and most of them do, 
pass down that which is far beyond mere wealth — 
sound bodies and clean minds. I wonder if you all 
just get me! “Sour grapes” twine along the fences of 
fields where the “wild oats” grow! (Prov. 7: 22-27.) 
God’s greatest human gift to a child is Christian 
parents. The toughest sinner you know will say 
“Amen” to that. Christian wage earner, remember 
this. Men and women in the depths have said this to 
me when I was trying to lift them. God says, “The 
promise is unto you, and to your children.” Almost 
every business success is a son or daughter of a 
Christian.. Here is how the great wheel sometimes 
turns. Dad religious. Dad’s son may not be so re- 
ligious, but a pretty decent sort of fellow, even if he 
doesn’t go to church. He runs along under the big 
push of Dad’s piety and the promise. But Dad’s 
grandson brought up on Sabbath ignoring, not to>-say 
breaking, and what usually goes with it is —oh, well, 
the sourest old fox grape that ever puckered your 
mouth is a sugary Niagara in comparison to the 
“grapes” daily eaten by those who neglect granddad’s 
religion. Read your newspapers for exhibits. 


God’s Word.—/ will put my law in their inward 
parts, and in their heart will I write it (v. 33). How 
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folks do play with that word “heart.” “Hale and 
hearty.” ‘Good-hearted.” “Take things to heart.” 
“Did not have the heart to discharge him.” “With all 
my heart.” And so on and so on. So the word has 
become commonplace and trite. As a matter of fact 
it is a great word for a great attribute of a man or 
woman. It is a manner of speaking and not the loca- 
tion of the circulating pump of the human power 
plant. We have a mysterious place in our being some- 
where in which things are stored away (Luke 2:51). 
The other day I found myself speaking a piece I had 
not thought of since years ago I spoke it on a Friday 
afternoon when I was a lad of ten or twelve. I knew 
it all by heart, and when it could serve me to make a 
little fun at & party where the forfeit was to speak a 
piece, tell a story, or sing a song, out it came. What 
was it? Maybe you remember it: “Old Ironsides at 
anchor lay in the harbor of Mahon. A dead calm 
rested on the bay, The wind to sleep had gone. When 
little Jack, the captain’s son, A lad both brave and 
good, Climbed spar and mast, and there upon the main 
truck rose and stood,” and so on. “Cawm” and not 
“cam” —and with all the upward gesture of eye and 
arm. Them was the days! This is how God wants 
his law stored away—with all the inflections and 
gestures, so to speak. This is how we have been try- 
ing to do it at Rock Run Mission all these years. 
“Uncle Billy just grinds the Scripture into them,” said 
the man. We don’t grind it in, that sounds rough and 
violent. We have them come and drink it in. Milk 
(1 Pet. 2:2). And the Word thus gotten into the 
hearts of our boys and girls has done what God says it 
will do. They come downtown and join the churches. 
Then they prosper and move downtown—and our 
success is our undoing! Our school in all the years 
has never gotten any larger. But with God’s Jaw “in 
their inward parts,” our quituates have flavored up the 
Christian life downtown. 


Making Paradise.—! will forgive their iniquity, and 
their sin will I remember no more (v. 34). When 
the song writer, whoever he was, put down the rhyme 


“While the light holds out to burn 
The vilest sinner may return” 


he wrote advisedly. God is the greatest of forgivers. 
“Seventy times seven” is the formula of Heaven to 
produce real forgiveness (Matt. 18:22). If you want 
the heavenly measure of forgiveness you'll find it in 
that which we call the “Lord’s Prayer.” One of the 
hardest lessons for most of us to learn is that of for- 
giveness. There is a lot of so-called forgiveness, but 
it is like that of the boy: Nurse—“You must forgive 
your little brother before you go to bed. You might 
die in the night.” Bobby+—“Well, nurse, I’ll forgive 
him tonight, but if I don’t die he’d better look out in 
the morning.” Balzac says: “When women love us 
they forgive everything.” And God’s love is‘ just like 
that ; otherwise I can assure you that most of us would 
not be sitting here this day safe and secure under our 
own vine and fig tree. God has pardoned us like the 
mother who kisses the offense into everlasting for- 
getfulness. Indeed, the whole Gospel message is one 
of forgiveness. Paul tells us to keep two things in 
our workbag, forgiveness and fire (Rom. 12:19, 20). 
Elisha, you may remember, used the same prescription 
in Old Testament days and settled Syria into friend- 
ship forever (2 Kings 6 18-23). The best of us 
make mistakes continually and need forgiveness by 
both God and our fellow men. Here is another one 
you may not have seen. Baseball captain—“You should 
not be so hard on the boys. They played very well. 
The game was lost through just one error.” Manager 
—"Yes, so vas the garden of Eden.” Many of the 
sons and daughters of men are losing “Paradise” by 
“just one error,” but always remember our God is the 
most wonderful of forgivers, and we can all reach 
Paradise through his Son our beloved Master.

THe PRINCIPLE OF CorRELATION.—Connect with 
the lesson related truth from other sources. 


Ww: we recognize that the “new covenant” of 
Jeremiah is the same as our familiar “New Tes- 
tament” in real meaning, we see immediately how in- 
adequate would be our consideration of it if we did~ 
not bring to bear upon it the deep meaning that per- 
haps has been lost for us in the very familiarity of the 
latter phrase. The New Testament references con- 
joined with the Jeremiah reference are an indication 
to us of the illumination awaiting us when we make this 
correlation. It is said that the reference in Hebrews to 
this portion of Jeremiah is the longest Old Testament 
reference in the New Testament. The writer to the He- 
brews shows the need for a new covenant by reference 
to the deficiency of the old covenant, and this requires 
us to refer to the Mosaic covenant, the law covenant, 
and to contrast it as the writer does with the new 
covenant prophesied in Jeremiah and brought to light 
in Christ. Grace and truth indeed came by Jesus 
Christ who became the mediator of this new covenant, 
a covenant in his blood. 

Even the. first covenant was not dedicated without 
blood (Heb. 9:18); but not with the blood of goats 
and calves, but with his own precious blood did Christ 
enter into the holy place for us. and, as High Priest 
and Sacrifice too, once for all put away sin by the 
sacrifice of himself. Well should we ponder this in- 
spired interpretation of these words in Jeremiah con- 
cerning new covenant, as we study it in its histori- 
cal setting in relation to the old covenant first of all, 
and then in its interpreted meaning as set forth thus 
for our instruction. It will be instructive also to re- 
late the promise of the Lord to write his law upon 
the heart with Paul’s comment upon this. in 2 Corinth- 
jans 3:3, and to note in this connection the function 
of the Holy Spirit, whose office it is to take of the 
things of Christ and show them unto us.

1S 4% fellows, I am told that a young 
reporter one day asked Mr. Charles 
A. Dana, of The New York Sun, one of 
the greatest editors our country has pro- 
duced, what was the best textbook to 
study to make a good reporter. Mr. 
Dana picked up from his desk a well-/ 
worn Bible, and holding it up, said: 
“Young man, of all the textbooks you 
might choose for training in forcefulness, 
incisiveness, persuasiveness, colorfulness, 
and style in reporting, you will not find 
one superior to the Bible.” The second 
thirteen chapters-in Jeremiah reminded me 
of that reported remark of Mr. Dana. I 
hope you have read them as_ suggested 
two. weeks ago when Jeremiah’s five 
weeks’ visit to us began. :The drought, 
with all its significance in Israel’s his- 
tory; the bachelor prophet; the visit to 
the potter’s house; the’ changing of 
Pashhur’s name from. Prosperity to Fear; 
the. terrific message ‘of doom to Zede- 
kiah; thé prophecy of the coming of the 
Branch, the Lord Our. Righteousness 
(Jesus. Christ) ; the two baskets of figs; 
the man hunt in Egypt, and the slaying 
of the captured Urijah by King Jehoiakim 
— all these are in chapters 14 to 26. 

But the very heart of Jeremiah’s .mes- 
sage lies in the passage we study for to- 
day’s lesson in the thirty-first chapter: 
“I will put my law in their inward parts, 
and write it in their hearts” (v. 33). 

the full significance of this, fellows, if 
you can.” If paper was selling at a mil- 
lion dollars per square inch, a thick tablet 
of it would not compare to the priceless 
value of the tablet of your heart; because 
what is written on the tablet of your heart 
is bound to issue in the events of your 
life. Satan, too, can write his vicious 
message there and can stamp the image of 
his character there; but God chooses to 
push Satan aside and write his own la

“You are a letter of Christ ... written not 
with ink, but with the Spirit of the ever- 
living God— and not on tablets of stone, 
but en human hearts as tablets” (Wey- 
mouth). 

“Will you write in my album?” You 
hear girls say that.

By those few 
pen strokes, which required only a mo- 
ment to write, the book had taken on 
large value and she would not have parted 
with it for any consideration. 

“Thy word have I laid up in my heart,” 
says the Psalmist, “that I might not sin

Rea the thirty-first chapter of Jere- 
miah. Begin the lesson by remind- 
ing the children how God’s people had 
been continually doing what he told them 
not to do. Sometimes their kings. would 
lead them into all kinds of wrongdoing. 
Yet God always sent them messengers 
and teachers, calling them to obedience 
and right living. In our lesson last week, 
we studied a message he sent by Jere- 
miah, telling them of their sinful doings, 
and pleading with them to keep .God’s 
holy law, so that they might receive his 
blessing and live happily in the land he 
had given them. They paid no attention 
to God’s warning; they did not prize his 
love, and became angry with his messen- 
ger. So there was nothing to do but to 
punish them for their sins. The wicked 
King -Jehoiakim and many of the people, 
with some of the holy vessels of the 
Temple, were carried to a far coun- 
try by the king of Babylon. The next 
king of Judah was no better, and the 
kingdom was still full of idolatry and 
all kinds of sin. 

Now God’s law is holy, and all his 
commandments are right and just. But 
down deep in the hearts of all people 
there is sin, and they do not love this 
holy law. Some people ‘break one com- 
mandment, and other people break an- 
other. God knew the hearts of his sin- 
ning people and understood just how they 
were drawn toward wrongdoing...

ATRICK, the first great missionary 
to Ireland, and who is“now considered 
their patron saint, was not an Irishman, 





but a Scotchman. When a boy, he was , 


carried captive from his father’s Chris- 
tian home and sold as a slave in the North 
of Ireland where he was compelled to 
tend sheep for one of the chieftains. He 
escaped and was recaptured, and again 
escaped. After spending some time in the 
monastic schools of France and then re- 
turning to his father’s home, he had a 
vision in which he heard, as Paul heard 
the cry of the Macedonians, voices from 
the Irish coast crying, ‘““‘We beseech thee, 
child of God, come and again walk among 
us.” In spite of the advice and pleading 
of his family and friends he set out once 
more for Ireland and spent more than a 
third of a century in vigorous evangelism. 
Despite the claims of the Roman church 
the message and his way of working were 
more along the lines of Protestantism 
than of Rome. 


Boniface, the great missionary to Cen- 
tral Europe, turned his back upon posi- 
tion, wealth, and ecclesiastical honors to 
carry the Gospel to the Germanic tribes.

William Carey, after working as a 
cobbler to support himself while he pre- 
pared for higher Christian service, went 
out to India in the face of severe opposi- 
tion. After years of. severe trial and ill 
health and financial need he was offered 
the post of Professor of Languages at 
William College in Calcutta. Out of the 
seventy-five hundred dollars a year he re-

Already one of the world’s greatest 
explorers, having traveled more than 
gigven thousand miles on foot, crossing 

recrossing Africa when it was_almost 

nown to the white man except along 
the coast, David Livingstone was officially 
appointed an agent of the British govern- 
ment and of the Royal Geographical So- 
ciety. Refusing, however, to return 
merely for exploration work, Livingstone 
said, “I would not consent to go simply as 
a geographer, but as a missionary and 
do geography by the way. The opening 
of the country is a matter for congratula- 
tion only so far as it opens up a prospect 
for the elevation: of the inhabitants. I 
view the geographical exploration only as 
a beginning of the missionary enterprise.” 
Years later, after stupendous efforts and 
untold hardships, dangers, and physical suf- 
fering, Livingstone was found dead upon 
his knees in a rude hut in the heart of 
Africa, having refused all Stanley’s ef- 
forts to persuade him to return home. be- 
fore his health and strength gave out.

These are but a few of the thousands 
who have counted not their lives dear ~ 
(Acts 20: 24), that the Good News might 
be carried to the uttermost parts of the 
earth. Why were they great missionary 
leaders? Simply because they had caught 
their Lord’s concern for those that were 
without hope. It was indeed the love of 
Christ that constrained them. Not their 
love for the heathen, but his love was the 
great driving power that made position, 
wealth, influence, and friends intolerable 
if these things prevented them from an- 
swering the great call to go and preach 
the Gospel to every creature. 

It is important to notice that these men - 
were great leaders because they dared the 
impossible. ‘Forbidden lands, physical suf- 
fering, and hardships, and difficulties of 
the way were not permitted to keep them 
at home. Every one of these men could 
have done marvelous Christian work at 
home. Doubtless they all had as many 
good reasons for staying at home as most 
of us have. But their hearts went out 
to those who had no opportunity to hear 
the Good News. i

But let us not think that opportunities 
for great missionary leadership have be- 
come a matter of history. 

Thousands of Indians in Mexico and in 
Central and South America have never 
yet been reached with the Gospel. 

In spite of the marvelous missionary 
progress in China and India, there are 
millions yet who have never had the 
chance to hear of Christ who died for 
them. 

In French West Africa, nearly half the 
size of Europe, with a population of over 
twenty million, the total missionary force 
is still under seventy-five. 

A missionary statesman wrote recently 
of having journeyed across Persia, three 
hundred miles, without finding a mission- 
ary or evangelist or teacher of any kind. 

In Asia, Afghanistan; Western and 
Southern Arabia, Bokhara, — Chinese 
Turkestan, Russian Turkestan, -Khiva, 
Nepal, Siberia, and Tibet are practically 
without Christian witnesses. These coun- 
tries represent a total population ‘of no 
less than thirty-seven million. 

It is estimated that in Japan in thé rural 
areas there are forty million people who 
are still unreached by the Gospel. 

French Indo China, with an area of 
more than twice the size of the British 
Isles and a population of seventeen mil- 
lion, is still largely an unoccupied field.

Rescued from Chinese Soldiers 
By Etrel E. Dickson 





In this story the daughter of missionaries to 

China tells of her thrilling experience, at the 

age of ten, during those days in March, 1927, 

when Nanking was raided by the Chinese Na- 
tionalist Army 


OOM! Boom! Bang! Crack! Boom! 

I .was awakened suddenly at six 
o’clock in the morning by the roar of 
battle. It was at Nanking where I was 
attending school with several other mis- 
sionaries’ children. I jumped out of my 
“Florence, 


mate’s bed and wakened her. 

Just then the doorbell rang. “I am 
sure,” I cried, “that is word to leave for 
the gunboats!” Sure enough, a few min- 
utes later Florence’s older sister came in 
to tell us to hurry and get dressed, as 
word had come that we must be at a 
certain place soon. 

We dressed quickly, ate a hurried 
breakfast, and finished getting things into 
our suitcases. Then leaving the house 
where we had been living, we started off, 
some in rikishas and others walking, to 
the meeting place at about eight o’clock. 
Up the hill where our dear school stood! 
But at that moment I did not realize that 
this was the last time I would look at 
Hillcrest School. Afterward we heard 
that it was burned by soldiers. 

When we came to the meeting place 
which was between several houses, we sat 
down on our rolls of bedding. There 
were carriages and automobiles there 
which were to take us to the river. As 
we went down to the banks of the Yang- 
tze I remember passing hundreds of sol- 
diers going to battle. 





At last we arrived at tiie dock. Then 
in'a little * motor boat ‘we went across to 
the aera and the destroyers. 


were two destroyers. One was the Noa, 
the other the “Preston. We got on 
the Preston, which stayed at anchor in 
the Nanking harbor. In our party there 
were from seventy-five to one hundred 
women and children. The men remained 
in Nanking. As soon as every one came 
aboard, we had dinner in the cabin. We 
had real sailor meals —thick slices of 
bread, and the food was passed around 
in big pans. We enjoyed it immensely. 
That night we had prayers out on 
deck. 

Then began the preparations for bed. 
There was an officers’ room and another 
big room filled with bunks. These were 
for the women and girls. The boys slept 
on deck and afterward around different 
parts of the boat. 

Some of the missionaries on shore tried 
to persuade the American consul to let 
us get off the destroyer and_go ashore 
on the following day. ‘He at last con- 
sented to let us go to a near-by point, 
but not into Nanking. When we got up 
the next morning it was raining, and the 
marines on the boat said that they would 
not let us land in the rain. 

That day we children played games in- 
side and sang songs. The next day 
passed in the same way. 

The following day— March 24— we 
rose, but were not permitted to go on 
déck because stray bullets were flying 
across the river. The Northerners had 
been beaten, and part of the army wanted 
to flee and the other part wanted to fight. 
The fleeing. soldiers would compel men 
with junks to take them across to the 
other side of the river. While they were 
crossing, the fighting men would fire at 
them to try to make them come back. 

Late that afternoon we were sitting in 
groups playing games, when suddenly a 
signal gong sounded. Every man hastened 
to his post, for they had received orders 
to fire on Nanking to protect the for- 
eigners. The doctor ran and brought cot- 
ton for all of us passengers to put in our 
ears, for we were not used to hearing 
cannons. The portholes were shut and 
the lights were taken out. Some of us 
sat upon the floor in the dark. 

Then another gong rang out, and the 
marines came down and opened the win- 
dows and put on the lights, and we began 
to play our games again. We were told 
that this gong was a false alarm, or 
rather merely a signal for a drill. 

We had just begun playing once more 
when, for the third time, the gong 
sounded. But this time it.was in earnest! 
The same process of closing portholes 
and putting out lights, and then — Boom! 
Then silence. And then again— Boom! 
The Preston fired its cannons about six 
times, dropping shells around Socony 
Hill to give protection to the escaping 
foreigners by frightening the Chinese, 
very few of whom were killed. 

When our firing stopped, we put up 
the portholes, and through them we 
watched the British gunboat opposite us 
fire. First a flash! Then— Boom! Then 
another flash and— Boom! And then 
another, and still another. For the Brit- 
ish warships as well as the American ones 
wees protecting their nationals in Nan- 

ing. 

We found out afterward how these or-

Wrapped 
in blankets, with the suspending ropes 
tied around their waists, they slid down 
the wall of Nanking which was about 
forty feet high. Then they went to the 
river where they were taken aboard the 
gunboats. 

The rest of that evening on the Preston 
was spent in our getting ready to go on 
to Shanghai, for both the British and 
the American consuis had seen how seri- 
ous everything was becoming and had 
an orders for their warships to go 
there. 


night there was an awful fire on the 
other side of the river opposite Nanking, 
which was started probably by the de- 
feated Northern soldiers. If you could 
look at the great blaze without thinking 
of the many, many people who would suf- 
fer from cold and who would have a 
hard time working to get food and to 
find a place to sleep, it really was a 
beautiful sight. It was a very dark night, 
and the flames, which kept growing as 
if they were climbing to the sky, lighted 
up the whole river. 

Later on that evening, a little boat took 
some of us to a passenger. steamer which 
had come te-take us to Shanghai. On 
this boat; we met some friends from the 
Noa. The rest of the people got on an- 
other boat. It took us a day and two 
nights to reach Shanghai. There we 
separated to go to different places. I 
lived with a minister and his wife for 
a few days. 

A telegram came from Daddy to send 
me down to Tsingtao where we have our 
summer cottage. It took about a day 
and a half more to get there. When the 
boat came into Tsingtao harbor, Mother 
was standing in the dock to meet me. 
How glad I was to see her! 

Daddy had gone back into the interior 
to bring out some other missionaries who 
were in danger. Soon he was with us, 
too. God had delivered me from wild 
bandit soldiers. He also delivered Daddy 
and Mother and my little sisters and 
brothers from the brigands. How joyful 
we were, and how we all thanked God for 
bringing us safely together again! What 
a wonderful heavenly Father we have!

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Children’s Division Questions 
Discussed by Mrs. E. W. Sudlow 


.Are children of the Cradle Roll class too 
young to put on a special program? 
HILDREN under four may put on 
a most pleasing program in their 
own room, and as a part of their regular 
work, but I shouid question the advis- 
ability of having them “show off” be- 
fore the whole school. When they give 
a little program in their own room, they 
are doing it to please mother and daddy; 
it is a service of love, and even the most 
timid child will help. But the excitement 
incidental to getting up before a crowd 
of people is not good for a child. I have 
in mind one Sunday-school where the 
large Cradle Roll classroom was crowded 
to the doors on Sunday morning when the 
special program was given. Practically 
every child in the group did something, 
and how happy they were 4s they repeated 
their verses, told stories, or sang little 
songs. The same program would have 
“amused” the folks in the “big room,” 
but it satisfied the interested parents that 
it really was worth while to have a Cradle 
Roll class. pe 


We feel in our church that there ought to 
be some place set aside for a Cradle Roll 
classroom. However, because of an over- 
crowded condition of the school we can find 
no suitable location. Shall we keep the group 
of children in with the Beginners, or take 
them to the parsonage next door? 

ANY .a class of Cradle Rollers is 

now meeting in a near-by home. I 
know of one group that occupies the cool 
porch in summer, and the dining room in 
winter. In another church there wasn’t 
a single corner, apparently, where a class 
might be placed, and as the church was a 
downtown one, with no convenient par- 
sonage next door, it looked to be an al- 
most hopeless task,—that of finding 
room, for the children. Between the 
church, nd the Sunday-school rooms was 
a vestib le, light, airy, and unused. This 
was converted into a classroom. Charts 
were hung up, also suitable pictures. 
Small chairs are put in place early Sun- 
day morning and removed five minutes 
before the close of the school, so as to 
leave the passageway free. The session 
must. of necessity be shortened on this 
ac-ount. There is no musical instrument, 
but- the children get along nicely without 
one. And so the new class has been 


‘housed in a comfortable and quite satis- 
factory manner, even though there were 
those who said, “It can’t be done!”
